COUNCIL 


‘TWO ORDINANCES PASSED OVER 
THE MAYOR'S VETO. 


The Temple-street Cut and Assess- 
ment to Go Right Along—Report 
of the Finance Committee—As- 


_.Sessment and Tax Levy. 


President Frankenfield and Council- 
men McLain, Summerland, Bonsall, 
Shafer, Wirsching, Van Dusen, Brown 
and Hamilton were present when the 


City Council met yesterday morning. 


Mayor Hazard returned without his 
approval an ordinance abandoning a 
strip of land on Los Angeles street, for 
the reason that while it is the inten- 
tion of the ordinance to exempt from 
the abandonment the prolongation of 
Aliso street across the strip abandoned, 
that the language used is indefinite. 

Assistant City Attorney Dunn stated 
that it looks as if the Mayor is vetoing 
these kind of ordinances knowing he is 
wrong. He claimed that he had ex- 


. | plained to the Mayor’s office that Aliso 


street is already extended, and that 
the veto is a mistake. It looks as if 
the Mayor’s office does not wish to 
admit its mistake, he eontended, the 
veto being without cause and they 
knowing it to be without cause. 

The Council reconsidered the motion 
by which the ordinance passed, and it 
was passed notwithstanding the objec- 
tions of the Mayor by a unanimous 
vote of the Council. 


THE TEMPLE-STREET VETO. 
The following veto message of the 
Mayor was read: 


To the Honorable Council of the City or 
Los Angeles: The ordinance relating to 
the regrading of Temple street, entitled 
“An ordinance declaring the expediency of 
and intention to regrade the following 
streets, etc., adopted August 6, 1889, spreads 
the assessment therefor over a territory two 
and a half miles distant from the locality of 
improvement, and half a mile north of 
Temple street itself and only about 600 feet 
south of Temple street. The injustice of 
this assessment will be made more mani- 
fest when we consider that Bellevue avenue 
runs directly through this tract and your 
honorable body has just adopted an ordi- 
nance to establish the grade on said avenue 
from Alvarado street to the city limits, pre- 
paratory to grading the same, when a new 
assessment must levied for this 
work, and you have ordered said 
Bellevue avenne graded from Beau- 
dry avenue to Lomitos street and 
the job is now about to be let.

RICE’S REPORT. 


No Curculio in Los Angeles County 
| —Other Notes. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Rice’s re- 
cent investigations in this county rela- 
tive to the reported presence of the 
curculio, ‘(uz Times reported briefly 
that he had failed to fina that insect. 
Mr. Rice’s extended report, published 
in San Francisco, is as follows: 

THE CURCULIO NOT IN CALIFORNIA. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13, 1889, 

B. M. Lelong, Secretary State Board of 
Horticulture, San Francisco, Cal.—DEAR 
Sin: In accordance with your Executive 
Committee’a order No. 3, directing me “to 
immediately proceed to Los Angeles and 
there make a thorough investigation and 
find out, it ible, it the eastern plum 
curculio is to found at that place. If 
found to enforce the law to the fullest ex- 
tent, and cause all infected fruit tobe de- 
stroyed.”’ 

Second--Also to investigate as to the 
parasites that have been reported as de- 
stroying the pernicious scale insects in that 
section, and, if found, to secure cuttings, 
twigs, ete., for distribution from this office. 

Third—To consult and advise with the 
County Horticultural Commissioners about 
of distributing the vedolia, spray - 
ng, etc. 

In compliance with said instructions, I 
beg to report that I left San Francisco 
August 4th, arrived in Los Angeles the 
next day, and worked there until the 12th, 
returning here today, the 13th of August. 
At Los Angeles 1 secured the codpera- 
tion of the County Horticultural Commis- 
sioners and their inspectors, the assistance 
and advice of Prof. D. W.Coquillett, Alex- 
ander Craw and Col. J. R. Dobbins, the last- 
named gentleman having been appointed 
my deputy through your consent and ad- 
vice. A systematic inspection was made of 
all fruit stands and orchards, as far as possi- 
ble in the limited time, for the curculio, and 
until I was satisfied that no curculio existed 
in Les Angeles. 

I am indebted to Mr. George Compere for 
information that seems to give a clew to the 
starting of the report that has been pub- 
lished throughout the State that curculio 
was to be found in Los Angeles. The facts 
are as follows: 

STARTING THE REPORT. 
A party from the north, during an in- 
spection tour in Los Angeles, was taken 
by Mr. George Compere to his father, P. 
Compere’s nursery, where a scale, ap- 
parently new, was to be found on an im- 
rted Japanese palm, received lately from 
u Francisco; also a bug that was eating 
the leaves of plants, and especially de- 
structive to the flowers of the marigold. 
Mr. P. Compere informed him that the bug 
was the curculio, that he knew it wel 
During our visit Mr. Compere still sa id it 
was curculio. 
From this statement I have no doubt the 
story got abroad, as Mr. Compere has kept 
the bug story to himse.f, not wishing to be 
annoyed by the county inspectors, We 
caught quite a number of bugs, male and 
female (Compere’s curculio), and I sub- 
mitted them to Prof. Coquillett, who made 
acareful study and examination, comparing 
them with named specimens and with re- 
orts and plates published by the Entomo- 
logical Department at Washington; he fully 
identified the specimens as Fuller’s rose 
beetle, Aramigus Fulleri. 
A full description, with plates, of this 
beetle can be found in Department of Agri 
culture Reports for 1878, page —. I also 
submit specimens of the beetle.

As to the aphelinus fuscipennis,a para- 
site of the pernicious (San José) scale, I 
beg te report that I secured the services of 
Prot. uillett, a scientific entomologist, 
and Col. Dobbins and visited the district 
that was said to have been rid of the per- 
nicious scale by this parasite aphelinus. 
The orchard is the property of a Mr. Cass, 
located on East Jefferson street, Los An- 

eles. This orchard had been reported as 

adiy infected with the pernicious scale, 
and later on as having become compara- 
tively free from the scale, and that the trees 
that had almost reached death’s door had 
revived, and were almost as good as new. 
The parasite was found to exist in great 
numbers, and the full credit of freeing the 
trees was given to this parasite. Be 
as it may, we found the trees in this 
orchard still infested, and appearances of 
the spread of the scale, and after a diligent 
search found only one live aphelinus. We, 
however, secured a box of cuttings where 
the scale seemed affected, and Col. Dobbins 
will undertake to propagate colonies on the 
orchard of Judge Gardner, and it is to be 
hoped that in a few months he will be able 
— furnish said parasites to all who want

Jerry Renault on Trial Yester- 


day. 

The trial of Jerry Renault, for shoot- 
ing Sheriff Aguirre last spring, was 
begun in Department No. 1 of the 
Superior Court yesterday, before Judge 
Cheney. Renault, it will be remem- 
bered, committed an assault upon an 
old woman named Mary Simmonds, in 
the southwestern part of the city. 
When the officers went after him, he 
resisted arrestand a pitched battle 
took place between him and the Sheriff 
and posse. During the siege of his 
cabin Sheriff Aguirre was shot in the 
arm while atiempting to enter the 
house. Renault afterwards escaped 
and wandered around the city, being 
captured the next morningin Judge 
Brousseau’s coal house. The rape 
charge against him fell through on 
account of the character of the woman. 

It took nearly all day yesterday to 
impanel a jury. The defense ex- 
hausted all 1ts challenges before a jury 
was finally obtained. 

Deputv Constable Dawes was the 
first witness put on the stand and de- 
tailed his attempt to arrest Renault, 
when the latter fired at him. Before 
his testimony was concluded court 
adjourned for the day.

A RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO 
THE HIGH SCHOOL SITE. 


Mr. Ellis Wants to Leave It to a 
Vote of the People to Determine 
Where the School Shall Go—The 
Matter in Statu Quo. 


of the Board of Education was held 
lastevening in the Council chamber, 
with President Pomeroy in the chair, 
and all the members present. The 
minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved, after which the 
usual communications were read and 
referred to the proper committees. 

The Finance Committee presented 
the usual demands, which were ap- 
proved, only Mr. Whaling voting in 
the enegative on account of bids not 
having been asked for. 

The resignations of Miss Emily A. 
Rice and Miss Carrie Brower were pre- 
sented by the Committee on Teachers, 
and were accepted with regret. Miss 
Fannie Wright was granted an exten- 
sion of her vacation to January Ist, 
on account of ill-health. Miss Calthi 
Vivain, who had neglected to inform 
the board of her desire to remain a 
teacher, was, at her request, placed on 
the roll, and Alva S. Brigham was also 
placed on the list of regular teachers. 

The Committee on Classifications re- 
ported several minor changes in the 
apportionment of teachers, which were 
concurred in by the board. 

The Classification Committee recom- 
mended that the books of Mrs. C. P. 
Bradfield, published by A. G. Barnes 
& Co., should be adopted for use in the 
public schools. On motion the recom- 
mendation was adopted, only Mr. 
Whaling voting in the negative. 

Mr. McIntosh, on behalf of the 
Building Committee, reported that a 
room had been hired in the Hanna 
Coliege at $30 until school opens, and 
$40 atterwards, and that they had 
given up theroom inthe Fort-street 
church. The matter of the Spring- 
street property, where the adjoining

ing these bonds, irrespective of the question 
of the High School Site, is manifest to ail; 
therefore, 


Resolved, that while we approve the site 
given by the city, it is the senseof this 
board that the site for the High School 
building be left at present undetermined 
and made the subject of a sep rate vote by 
the people, and with this view, as a prelim- 
inary step, that offers of other sites be so- 
licited at once, giving size of lot, descrip- 
tion, assurance of title, price, terms of pay- 
ment and name of bona fide owner: and 
that this list be published in the official 
newspaper of the city. | 

Mr. Ellis briefly supported the reso- 
lution, saying that while he favored 
the Castelar-street site, still, as there 
had been considerable opposition, he 
thought itonly right that the wishes 
of the people should be consulted, and 
for this reason he offered the resolu- 
tion. In regard to the population, he 
would only say that there are 749 more 
children attending the public schools 
north of First street than south of it. 

Mr. Gosper opposed the resolution, 
saying that he thought it would be un- 
wise to change at this time, intimat- 
ing that the opposition only came from 
a small handful of people who were 
interested, and that he did not think 
that they should pay any attention to 
it. Mr. Gosper: spoke at considerable 
length, repeatediy referring to what 
he considered the small number of 
signers to the articles published in the 
papers, and saying that if he were so 
disposed he could get 500 names for 
every one that there was against the

DEFENDANT CONTINUES HIS 
! TESTIMONY AT LENGTH, 


In Which He Endeavors to Show 
’ That His Putative Daughter Is 
| an Example of Total Depravity— 
Damaging Testimony by ex- 

Policeman Connolly. 


If Capt. F. M. Garrett’s story is to be 
believed, his daughter, Mrs. Edgecomb, 
is as vicious as he is said to be by her. 
Ite resumed his story on the witness 
stand in Justice Lockwood’s conrt yes- 
terday morning, and had not finished 

: _ the direct examination when the hour 
of adjournment arrived. Some very 
damaging testimony against the de- 
fendant was given in the afternoon by 
Officer C. C. Connolly. which created 

: quite a sensation. 

| When the defendant resumed his 
narrative he took up his life at the 
—＋ in St. Louis after his daughter 
ad accused him to the Mayor of hav- 
ing outraged her. He testified that he 
moved about from one boarding —— 
to another, and was obliged to leave 
every Qne on account of the lies Maila 
told and her scandalous actions. She 
was sent to school, where the teacher 
soon reported her as having the school 

in an uproar with horrible stories. 
They went to Mrs. Nugent’s, the house 
in which Maila alleges she had a mis- 
carriage. During that time the finances 
| of the witness were at alow ebb. He 
did not remember that she lost a day 
at school while at Mrs. Nugent’s. He 
| did remember that she had female 

trouble, and he advised her to take a 

hot foot-bath, which she did, and he 

| heard no more of it. 

From Mrs. Nugent’s the witness 
moved again in two or three months to 
a Capt. White’s house, on Washington 
street. While there he got an appoint- 
ment on the cable system, and it was 
in that house his daughter, he alleges, 
was on friendly terms with a gripman 
named McGowan; but does not think 

wan seduced her. The defend- 

ant soon moved again, first to Tweaty- 

third street and then to California 

street, where a young man named Gil- 

lingham became very friendly with his 
daughter. 

He decided to move to a new coun- 
try and begin aclean life. He told his 
daughter so, and that then if she dis- 
graced him he would have nothing 

more to do with her. They went to 
San Francisco, where they took rooms 
with a school teacher. The latter soon 
informed the defendant that his daugh- 
ter would disgrace him. The witness 
thereupon related the often-repeated 
story of the criminal relations between 
the little Ella Garrett and Abe Jack- 


son. 

The family then came to Los Ange- 
les. The witness described the numer- 
ous moves which had been made while 
living in the city. He took rooms in 
several places, shifting about just as 
he had done in St. Louis. He lived 
first at Mrs. Crittenden’s on Fourth 
and Spring streets, then in the Grant 
block, then the Ferguson building on 
Clay street, at Mrs. Fitzgerald’s, a 
house on Virginia street, at No. 225 
South Spring street, and Eighth and 
Myrtle avenue. In all these places 

the defendant says that Mrs. Edge- 
comb gave him great trouble, and 
acted in a scandalous manner. In 
some. of the places they had only one 
room and in others more, but the wit- 
ness swore that there were always two 


Was away 15 days, and during that 
dime Maila went to the theater with a 
a man who proved to be a bartender in a 
deer joint, and formed an acquaint- 

ance with him, which she kept up un- 
til after the defendaut's return, and 
until he compelled her to stop. 

The witness described his securing a 
place for his daughter in the People’s 
Store and Sheward’s, in both of which 
she behaved badly, flirting with the 
men and laying herself open to insults. 
He finally took her from her place, after 
she complained about ber health. 

The witness then went into loath- 
some details of the outraging of his 
‘youngest daughter in San Fraucisco 

Abe Jackson, and gaid that he was 
obliged to separate the two girls on ac- 
count of their vicious habits. The de- 

fendant denied that he had ever had 
improper relations with his daughter 
up to this time. He referred to the 
calling of the two Vanderventer girls 
at his house, and that they remained 
all night, because their mother was 
dying. He gave them his bed and 
slept on the floor. He denied.that he 
ever struck his daughter with a saw, 
but threatened to saw her head off.“ 

At the 8 of the afternoon 
session Officer C. C. Connolly was re- 
called. He had testified before that 
the Garretts had lived in one room in 
a house which he lived in on Clay 
street. He was recalled to give a 
‘further statement of the strange 
noises he heard in their room one 
night. His testimony will not do to 
present in print. The witness would 

not swear positively that it was Capt. 
Garrett because he did not see him, 
but was very positive in his opinion 
that it was the defendant, and that he 
was doing what he should not. The 
suspicions of the witness were so 
aroused that he told Mr. Farrell, the 
proprietor, about it. 

On cross-examination Mr. Williams 
attempted to make the witness say 
that be had been lying because he had 
not given this evidence on his former 
examination; but Mr. Connolly was too 
sharp to be caught, and said that he 
had answered every question put to 
him and no more; that he would have 
given the circumstance if he had been 
asked about it. He was glad he was 
not asked because he did not wish to 
be mixed up in the case. He testified 
that there was one bed and a lounge 
in the Garrett room. 

The defendant resumed the stand 
and created a stir himself by drawing 
forth a paper, which he handed to the 
Judge, remarking: “Tt has been stated 
that I was living with a woman in St. 
Louis named Josie Sheridan. I wish 
to show why I lived with her. [The 
paper purports to be a marriage certifi- 
cate.] I considered that I was entitled 
to live with her, and that she was enti- 
tled to care for the children. The re- 

marks Maila made that I was going to 
desert Josie led to our separation. She 
was never the same to me after May 
told her that. It is those false- 
‘hoods that have always got me into 
trouble.“

at the time Edgecomb was arrested. 
He testified, however, that almost im- 
mediately after Edgecomb’s arrest on 
the charge of seduction, attempted 
abortion and attempted rape, his 
daughter told him that she had told a 
lie about it, and that all she had said 
about Edgecomb was false. This 
made bim consent to the dismissal of 
the charges against Edgecomb, with 
the exception of the charge that he 
had attempted the rape of the little 
child Ella.

A FARMER’S VIEWS. / 


_Among many other communications 
on the sewer question received by THE 
Timgs, is a long one from a farmer, the 
main points in which we condense, as 
follows: 

The Tribune makesa very ill-judged 
thrust at the farmers when it asserts 
that “irrigation is a secondary consid- 
eration.”’ If irrigation is a secondary 
consideration it is remarkable that so 
many millions are spent for water in 
this section. | 

There are thousands of acres of dry. 
light soil, north of the city, where the 
sewage can be utilized. This land can 
use the sewage. summer and winter, 
and raise from two to four good crops 
by its aid, in place of one poor crop. 
It will be good-bye to the irrigation 
and fertilization of all that section be- 
low the Ballona railroad, except what 
the South Side Company controls, after 
the sewage is once turned oceanwards. 
There need be no nuisance at all 
from the use of sewage, provided due 
care is taken. 

The correspondent stored last winter 
four times the amount of sewage he 
was entitled to, and his land is all the 
better for it. 

The city can pipe the sewage, for less 
than half the proposed cost of an out- 
fall, to where the people are fairly beg- 
ging for it. 

The Vernon farmers, who were 
formerly against sewage, now want it, 
as they see themselves gradually im- 
poverished by the use of so-called clean 
water. | 


SEWAGE FARMS IN FRANCE. 


The following extract from the Engi- 
neering News shows how sewage is 
appreciated in France for purposes of 
fertilization. We recommend its 
perusal to those who advocate the 
dumping of our sewaze into the ocean: 
The Municipal Council of Paris has re- 
cently authorized an e tension of the sew- 
age irrigation of farms, making a total area 
of over 7500 acres, In Gennevilliers 1500 
acres are irrigated, but this area belongs to 
farmers and gardeners who pay for the 
sewage. The owners of another tract 
covering 1000 acres are now negotiating 
with the city for a delivery of sewage. The 
new farms at Acheres wiil at present con- 
sist of 2000 acres of sterile land which the 
city of Paris will rent from the State. The 
city of Mery-sur-Oise owns 1500 acres 15 
miles from Paris, and these are to be at 
once arranged for the reception of the Paris 
sewage. eside the above area the 
farmers of Gennevilliers and Saint Germain 
desire to prepare 2500 acres for the recep- 
tiom of sewage. During the present year, 
therefore, the irrigated land will amount to 
perhaps 8000 acres. It is strange, says our 
authority, that notwithstanding this de- 
mand for sewagé by the farmers, there are 
still persons who cry out against the 

soning of the atmosphere” about Paris. 
he amount of sewage created annually is 
about 12.000, 000 cu. m.; the amount which 
is to be disposed of by irrigation is 1000 
ct. m. per annum per acre. Therefore the 
acrés will suflice for the entire 
quantity of sewage.

Fifteen Teeth: Extracted at One 
== Sitting and His Mouth so Lacer- 
ated That He Comes Near Bleed- 


ing to D pth—Sstill in a Precari- 
ous Condition. 


Yesterday, afterroon at 5 o'clock, 
II. H. Pyné of Sim Fernando came 
into the Natick House on First street. 
His mouth vas bleeding profusely, and 
he went directly to his room. It was 
not long before he summoned a physi- 
cian and Dr. M. L. Moore was sent 
for. 

When hecame Mr. Pyne was still 
bleeding, and an examination of his 
mouth revealed a horrible sight. It 
was nearly torn to pieces. Fifteen 
teeth had been pulled, and the 
alveolar processes of the whole lower 
jaw were completely shattered. The 
mucous membrance of the floor of the 
mouth was lacerated and torn, one tear 
extending from just inside the cheek to 
the root of the tongue, the point where 
the last molar was extracted. The 
gums resemble mince meat or as if 
they had been run through a meat 
chopper. 

The arteries and veins along the jaw 
were cut, and the flow of blood was 
constant and increasing. Dr. Moore 
began to work on the patient at once, 
and tried in every way to stop the hem- 
orrhage. He put cotton plugs in the 
bleeding cavities and applied various 
remedies, but seemingly in vain. The 
plugs were forced out one by one by 
the flowing blood. When one was 
stopped another began, and particu- 
lar * plaree left side of the jaw. He 
worked with Mr. Pyne for two hours 
before he could check. the bleeding at 
all, and then only partially. he

THE FIRST CABLE ROAD. 


It Was Kun in Baltimore in the Year 
1820. 
Uowa State Journal.] 

Cable cars for street railways are be- 
ing extensively experimented upon. 
The study of the early history of cable 
cars will illustrate how a small incident 
will settle the fate of important exper- 
iments. It is known to most readers 
of gb history that the first, experi- 
ments of railroad building in the 
United States were at Baltimore, in 
1829, when cars were first run on 15 
miles of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road out to Relay House. The road 
was built to operated by 
horse power.

— aud designing. The cable was 
proposed, and was applied. After 
spending in preparation several thou- 
sands of dollars a trial trip was pro- 
posed, and all of the editors of Balti- 
more, Annapolis, and, we believe, 
some from Washington, were invited 
to go on the trial trip. It was exclu- 
sively of editors. All went well until 
they were out four or five miles from 
Baitimore, when an old cow got on the 
track and dumped all of the editors in 
the ditch full of filth and muddy 
water. The editors got home on foot 
and by farm wagons, greatly demor- 
alized in clothing, in temper and 
in ve bad spirits to aid any 
struggling enterprise. And they 
raised such a hullabaloo and opposition 
to cable cars that the enterprise was 
abandoned in disgust, and no man had 
nerve enough for 50 years to advocate 
cable cars again. And it is probable 
that the last one of those wrathy edi- 
tors were dead before a cable car dared 
to blow its pony whistle. The writer 
of this article was in the printing busi- 
ness ut the date of the dumping of the 
dandy city editors, and recollects viv- 
idly the burlesque, the anathemas and 
denunciations of the projectors of the 
cable road. And that was the first

Card From Prof. Pinckney. 

PASADENA, Aug. 19.—[To the Editor 
of THE TIMES. ] I was somewhat sur- 
prised on taking up THE yes- 
terday morning to find therein false 
and misleading statements concerning 
my qualification as a teacher. 

Those people who are not familiar 
with the present state of school affairs 
in Pasadena and who do not under- 
stand the motive of the writer or the 
unexplainable tangle from which he 
seeks to free himself at my expense 
will doubtless look to me ter a few 
words of explanation or denial. 

The preparation of the course of 
study and the licensing of the teachers 
for the public schools are entirely in 
the hands of a County Board of Edu- 
cation. So far as I know there is no 
subject required to be taught in the 
grammar school course that I am not 
qualified to teach. ‘Lhe county board 
has issued to me a grammar school 
course certificate, which is the highest 
certificate it can issue, and which en- 
titles me to teach in any school in Los 
Angeles county. This certificate was 
granted on a normal school diploma 
of the Albany (N. Y.) Normal School. 
County Superintendent Seaman and 
Supt. Pierce, who was recently laced 
at the head of the Chico Normal 
School, are licensed only on account of 
holding diplomas from the same insti- 
tution. In addition, I have a longer 
experience as principal of larger 
schools than either of the above-named 
gentlemen. Satisfactory testimonials 
of such experience are in Mr. Kerna- 

ban’s possession. I am also entitled 


a life diploma for the State of Cali- 
which can be obtained at any 


of Education.

reached in an arbitrary examination 
and without making allowances for a 
variety of circumstances? 

The statement that I 1 that 
Prof. Tibbets should take my place is 
not true. I did sav that there was a 
possibility of the Wilson school being 
made a High School and then Prof. 
ibbets, who is more familiar than I 
with High School work, might be a 
better man for the place. 

Mr, Kernaghan says I did not re- 
member making some statements that 
he can prove I made. I did not re- 
member making them. I do not re- 
member it now. If he can bring 
affidavits of reputable men that I did 
make the statements, I shall have to 
believe that I did make them in the 
heat of a discussion and have since 
forgotten it.
